Deportation. 


Secretary Carlisle Presents 
Some Figures,

Over Tcn Million Dollars Will 
Be Needed. 


How the Figures Will Apply to 
This State. 


Talbert of South Carolina Ventilates His 
Views—Lerislation in the Senate—The 
Ways and Means Committee— 
Cherokee Strip Trouble. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—(By the As- 


| Sociated Press.) The Secretary of the 


Treasury sent the Senate a revised esti- 
mate of the cost of the deportation of 
the Chinese now in the United States, 
in accordance with the provisions of the 
Ge: law. The statement is supple- 
me to that of September 12, and 
increases the estimate of the total abp- 
propriation necessary from $6,000,000 to 
$10,335,000. 

A portion of this increase, $1,360,000, 
is due to the fact that the steamship 
companies have increased their rates 
of transportation of Chinese from San 
Francisco to Hong Kong, from $35 to 
$51. The remaining portion of the in- 
¢rease is due to the fact that the first 
estimate did not include the expendi- 
ture in the courts, which the enforce- 
ment of the act renders necessary. 

The First Auditor of the Treasury 


| gives the opinion that $25 per capita 


will prove a low estimate of cost under 
this head in California, whilé the 
amount will be greatly increased in the 
other States. As an example of the 
maximum of such costs, the Auditor 
instances the fees of a United States 
marshal in a deportation case in that 
State, in which the fees reached $450. 
The \Auditor thinks that $70 is'a fair 
average of such costs, outside of the 
the expense of confinement, which is 
from 50 cents to $1 per day, and it 
} would therefore increase the amount 
indefinitely. 

The attempt to secure a night ses- 
Sion of the Senate is now postponed 
until mext Wednesday. If Senator 
Voorhees fails in the effort or fails in 
retaining a quorum, the Senate will be 
in better mood for coming to an under- 
standing. It is understood that some 
Republican advocates of repeal will 
decline to assist the Democratic co- 
workers to the extent of sitting up 
nights with them. Senator Pugh says 
the silver men invite the test, and 
when it is once begun, they will them- 
selves see the session is made con- 
tinuous. 

The greater part of the talk of com- 
promise is still on the line of Faulk- 
ner’s amendment with the bond pro- 
visions added. There is, however, a 
new proposition looking to the*%tontinu- 
ation of the Sherman act for the defi- 
nite time of two or three years, but 


the suggestion has not met with gen- 
eral favor on either side. : 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
EXTRA SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, Oc Oct. 6.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) SENATE.—Senator 
Black:burn of Kentucky substituted an 
amendment to the bill repealing the 
silver purchasing clause of the act of 
1890. It strikes out the Voorhees sub- 
stitute, leaving the bill as it passed the 
House, and then provides for the free 
ecinage of silver of American produc- 
tion. The Secretary of the Treasury 
is authorized, on the first day of each 


| month to establish the seignorage to 


be charged for the following month, 
which is to be the difference be- 
tween the market price of silver bul- 
lion and the minted value after coin- 
age. This seignorage is not toe be 
coined, but is to be sold by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury for gold, to be 
used for the purpose of maintaining 
the parity of gold and silver. 

Senator Allen of Nebraska offered a 
resolution, which went over, calling 
for information as to whether the gov- 
ernmént has, since March, 1875, bor- 
rowed’: any money. 

Thé resolution heretofore offered by 
Senator Peffer of Kansas for a select

‘tem of the country, was taken up, and 
"Senator Stewart of Nevada spoke on 
it: He confined himself to a criticism 
of the Secretary of the Treasury for 
failing to purchase 4,500,000 ounces of 
silver per month. The—debate was 
continued by Senator Peffer. 

Senator McPherson of New seein 
‘moved the reference of the resolution 
to the Committee on Finance. It was 
so réferred by a vote of 35 to 28. 

The. resolution offered some days 
since by Senator Morgan of Alabama

}.to, report whether any provisions of 
‘the coinage act of 1873 were in force, 


was laid before the Senate, and was 


agreed to without discussion. 


The repeal bill was taken wp this 
afternoon. Senator McPherson of New 
Jersey gave notice that he would ad- 
dress the Senate upon the bill on Morr 
day. Senator Call of Florida resumed 
his speech against the bill, which was 
begun on Wednesday. He made a 


lengthy argument in acvocacy of the 


amendment suggested by him requir- 
ing all silver ,»bullion in the treasury 
be-eoined into dollars, half-dollars and 
quarters, at the existing ratio of 16 
to: i.. He also looked with favor on 


the amendment proposed by Senator 
‘Blackburn, and a lengthy’ discussion 
|ensued between 


Senator Dolph of 


Oregon and himself, as to the effects of 
these amendments. 


Senator Pugh called attention to the.

small attendance’ but on @ roll-call a 
quorum appeared, 

Senator Butler‘of South Carolina fol- 
lowed, going inté a long argument in 
favor of the amendment which he sub- 
mitted some time ago, repealing the 
tax on State bank circulation. Another 
roH-call was necessary to procure a 
quorum. 

Senator Teller of Colorado then took 
the floor on the repeal bill, resuming 
the speech in opposition ,thereto which 
he began some time ago. Senator Tel- 
ler said he believed the evidence pro- 
duced was sufficient to justify th 
statement that néither the Secretary of 
the Treasury nor the President in- 
tended to interfere to prevent the dis- 
turbance that was somewhat apparent 
as early as last April; if the Senators 
were not misinformed the President 
more than once had declared that the 
people should have an object lesson in 
order to bring’ about’ an enactment 
into law of certain financial ‘views. 
Senator Teller yielded for an executive 
session, after which the Senate ad- 
journed. 

HOUSE.—After the transaction of 
routine business, Representative Haines 
of Nebraska resumed the floor to com- 
plete his speech in opposition to the 
Tucker bill. Representative Hicks of 
Pennsylvania opposed the bill, and 
Representative Brookshire of Indiana 
supported the measure. 

Representative Ray of New York 
opposed the bill. He attacked the or- 
ganization of Tammany Hall in bitter 
terms. Representative English of New 
Jersey supported the bill. 

Representative Cummings of New 
York followed. These laws, he said, 
were the result of party necessity, not 
national needs; they were passed, not 
to preserve the purity of the ballot, but 
to violate it. 

Representative Baker of New Hamp- 
shire and Tawney of Minnesota in 
opposition, and Talbert of South Caro- 
lina, in support of the bill, followed. 
The latter created & mild sensation by 
declaring: “The proudest memory of 
my life is that I was a Confederate 
soldier. Our struggle has been styled 
a lost cause. It may have been lost, 
but it was the cause of liberty. If some 
are not willing to give liberty to us we 
are ready to fight again. We will give the 
black men their rights, but this is a 
white man’s country’and the white man 
must and shall rule.”’ 

Representative Geissenheimer of New 
Jersey detailed the result of the inves- 
tigation into the operation of these 
laws in New York in the Congressional 
Committee. The conclusion of the com- 
mittee was that the laws were bad be- 

cause no convictions were secured; 
that they placed too much power in the 
hands of the party in power, and should 
be repealed. 

At 5:45 o’clock the House adjournéd. 


AUTHORITIES ACCUSED. 


An Investigation Inte Circumstances Attend- 
ing the Cherokee Strip Opening. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The House,Committee 
on Public Lands held « special meet- 
ing today, to hear Representative Hud- 
son of Kansas upon the resolution he 
introduced asking the committee. to 
investigate the charges against the 
civil and military authorities for al- 
leged outrages in the opening of the 
Cherokee outlet. 

Representative Hudson said he knew 
from reliable authority that persons 
were allowed to enter the lands from 
the east side, getting the advanage 
over the intended = settlers. He as- 
serted that he did not believe the In- 
terior Department. was in any way re- 
sponsible for the trouble, but certain 
men are responsible, and it is due to 
the department that an investigation be 
held. He read newspaper articles 
charging that registry receipts were 
sold and purchased with the knowledge 
and connivance of officials, 

After further testimony of a general 
character, the committee decided to 
meet on Monday to conisder the ques- 
tion as to whether or not an investiga- 
tion was necessary. 


WAYS AND MEANS. 


The Tariff on Sugar and Funds of 
Pertsioners. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—(By the As- 

sociated Press.) The Democratic rifem- 

bers of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee acknowledged that some difficulties 
have now been reached. The frame- 
work of the bill before the majority is 
understood to be a draft submitted by 

Secretary Carlisle. It is understood 

that it is definitely determined that the 

sugar bounty shall be repealed. The 
proposition is made to place half a cent 

a nd on raw sugar or take the same 

raté on refined sugars. It is generally 

believed by the Democratic members, 
not only of the committee, but of the 

House, that increased internal revenue 

taxes are part of the administration 

plan. 

Another feature is the suggestion 
that money for pensions should be a 
separate fund, raised in some special 
manner. The direct tax and special 
tax have both been suggested. The 
members of the Committee on Invalid 
Pensions have received an intimation 
that they may have to act on sugges- 
tions of this kind. 


AN ACQUISITION. 


The Populists are Elated at Congressman 
Bryan’s Defection. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The Populist members 
of the House are much elated over the 
rumors that Congressman Bryan of Ne- 
braska has renouneed the Democratic 
party on account-of-the Nebraska con- 
vention’s failure to indorse his free sil- 
ver position. Representative Boen of 
Minnesota, today sent the following 
telegram Mr. Bryan: 

*‘Accept congratulations on your gal- 
lant fight and defeat. You are not at 
home in the Democratic camp. No sil- 
ver man is. Shake.”’ °

THE BURIALS 


Crave-diggers Exhausted 
With Labor. 


Nearly. One Thousand Bodies 
Are Interred, 


And Hundreds of Them Are as 
Yet Uncovered. 


Nine Hundred Found Floating in 
¢ Grand. Lake. 


The Climax of the Horrors—Incidents of the 
Search—Fifty Persons Drowned in 
One House—Damage to 
Shipping.

sociated Press.) The aftermath of the 
great storm continues to pour in, bring- 
ing additional details of death, suffering 
and destructon. On Cheniere Caminda 
it reached the climax cf horrors. It 
contained one town, Camandaville, 
about eighteen hundred people, the ma- 
jority being fishermen. ‘On Sunday 
evening there were 1200 dwellings with- 
in the limits; today, twenty-five only 
remain standing, and of thes@ not one 
is uninjured. The very ground upon 
which they were built was torn and 
rent. The pier has disappeared. Only 
a heap of oyster shells marks the spot 
where it stood. Not a leaf remains 
upon the luxuriant shade trees, and the 
trees, for the most part, are prostrated, 
and growing fields are blotted from the 
face of the landscape. 

The grief-stricken survivors came 
and went silently, or stopped to mutter 
a few words of condolence. It was not 
an unusual thing to see ragged fisher- 
men embrace each oiher in tears. 
Fathers and mothers are burying sons 
and daughters and vice versa. AS 
many as ten people are placed in one 
grave. Hundreds of bodies are still un- 
buried, some being under wrecked 
buildings, others’ * floating in the bay. 
The brave little band of grave-diggers 
is exhausted. They have already bur- 
ied on the island 950 persons, and the 
work is not yet denc. 

In the house of L. Terrebonne, the 
grave-diggers found his body and that 
of his wife and six children. In the 
rear of the island hundreds of little 
mounds mark the _ resting-places of 
those who were killed in the terrible 
storm. Men, women and children 
joined in the search for the dead. With 
poles and hooks and ropes they drew 
corpses from the water or dragged 
them from the debris and buried them. 
In Mme. Ducros’s house were found 


fully fifty bodies, all mangled in 
such a manner that they could 
not be identified. Mme. Cidioc 


and daughter were found many yards 
away from their ruined home, in which 
bodies were seen. Arthur Bizani, Leo 
Paul and their wives and_ children, 
with numerous cousins, aunts and other 
relatives. were all drowned in their 
homestead. The family consisted of 
twenty-five people. The bodies were 
buried in three graves. Thomas Lorio 
was killed by a falling tree. Floren- 
stine Broussard and two children were 
drowned. In the Broussard house Ferdi- 
nand, Bernard, Regina and Bernardo 
Broussard drowned. Hundreds of bod- 
ies have been found since Monday, and 
they were buried without prayer. 

The New Orleans Board of Trade to- 
day telegraphed to the leading boards 
of the country, reciting the terrible 
disaster and the fact that the survivors 
were penniless and in dire distress. 
“The people of Louisiana will bury the 
dead and feed the starving, but appeal 
to the génerous public to assist in the 
contributions which will enable thou- 
sands of deserving people to again fol- 
low their vacations and support their 
families,’’ says the telegram. Subscrip- 
tions of every character will be received 
and be distributed by the Executive 
Committee of the Board of Trade, act- 
ing jointly with the committees of 
other commercial bodies. 

This morning the lugger Evellia ar- 
rived, crowded with refugees from 
Cavarnache on Grand Bayou. Cavar- 
nache was completely wiped out, but 
none of the inhabitants were lost. At 


killed. At Bayou Henry, latest re- 
ports place the loss of life at sixty- 
five. The sufferings at these three 
places is terrible. At Bayou la Fonde, 


other animals that perished in the 
storm. The greatest sufferings prevails 
from the lack of water. A Chinese 
colony near Bayou Henry was totally 


wiped out, and over forty Chinamen 
perished. 
The Picayune's relief steamer _§re- 


turned this morning from Grand Isle 
and Cheniere. The Grand Isle Hotei, 
with contents valued at $75,000, was 
totally destroved. The inhabitants of 
both islands are in need of clothing, 
water and provisions. Nine hundred 
bodies were found floating § in the 
waters of Grand Lake. At Bayou Ca- 
minda, a family of six was washed to 
sea on a raft, and back again, when 
the wind changed. The loss of life at 
Cheniere is not less than seven hun- 
dred, and may reach one thousand, 
Only eighte en persons were killed on 
Grand Isle, though the destruction of 
property was great. 

Shipping suffered to an extent al- 
most incredible. Hardly less than three 
hundred and fifty craft were wrecked, 
and, in many instances, all of the 
crews were lost. Nine out of ten of 
those who were saved underwent a 
terrible experience. . More than two 
hundred sailors were lost at different 
points. The. total property loss. will

Putnam, in charge of the ethnological 
exhibit at the World’s Fair, denounces 
as falsehoods the charges made by Miss 
Sickels, chaiman of the Universal 
Peace Union, that brutal and cruel ex- 
hibition of Indian dances were given at 
the fair. The accusations are charac- 
terized aS amisrepresentation. There 
has been no representation of the 
Indian sun-dance, and there has not 
been singte Ipdian tribe of the 
United States which has taken part in 
any exhibition except the Navajoes, who 
have been quietiy-sitting in their huts, 
Weaving and making silver work. 

Indians from Vancouver Island, who 
are entirely outside of the jurisdiction 
of the United States, have given ex- 
hibitions, performing ceremonial songs 
and dances. One ceremony consists of 
jusglery when the Indians pretend to 
beat themselves with clubs and appear 
to become covered with blood. These 
clubs have little tubes, made of kelp, 
filled with red paint. This paint is 
forced out when the tubes are pressed 
against the body, and this gives the 
appearance of blood. 

Even this exhibition,

A dispatch from 
the front says that the Matabeles ate 
tacked the patrol of Bechunal and po- 
lice” near Shasto. The attack was re- 
plied to, and after a sharp skirmish 
the Matabeles fled to the bush. The 
affair derives importance from the fact 
that it was directed against the impe- 
rial forces, which are protecting Chief 
Khama, and also indicates that King 
Lobengula intends to attack Tati, and 
the country under government controi. 
The police will be strongly reinforced 
by Khama’s watchers, and some severe 
fighting is anticipated. 

An official communication is received, 
saying that it is decided that a force of 
imperial troops will occupy Tati as 
s00n as possible. Volunteers well- 
armed and mounted, are flocking from 
all parts of the colony to Forts Vic- 
toria, Charter and Tati, and news of 
an encounter between the Matabeles 
and the colonists is expected at any 
moment. The colonists are few in 
number, though well-armed, but they 
will find it no easy matter to cope with 
the Matabele warriors. The population 
of Matabele Land is about 300,000, and 
every man of age is a soldier. 

DECLARATION OF WAR. 

LONDON, Oct. 6.—Sir Henry Lock, 
high commissioner and commander-in- 
chief of Cape Colony, telegraphed to 
the colonial office, confirming the news 
received here regarding the Maiabeles’ 
outbreak.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Weekiy Bulletin for Southern 
fornia. 

Following is the weather and crop 
bulletin of the Southern California 
Weather Service, for the week ending 
October 2: 

The week until Sunday was cool, 
with damp, cloudy nights, and sprink- 
ling rains in several localities on Fri- 
day and Saturday. The remaining 
days were warm and clear, 
moderate ‘‘norther’’ on Sunday, which 
greatly facilitated raisin-curing and 
prune-drying. A light frost, the first 

the season, occurred in Lancaster, 
located 2500 feet above sea-level in the 
mountains, on October 1. 
ing continues, and many orchardists 
are taking care of their own crops. 
The walnut harvest has begun, and 
the crop._is an average one; the qual- 
ity and size of the nuts are excellent. 
The sugar-beet harvest in Orange 
county is nearing the end, and the re- 
sult this season is so encouraging that 
a niuch larger acreage will be planted 
next year. “The corn harvest is in full 
operation; the yield will be above the 
average. Grain-threshing is about 
over. A large portion of the barley 
grown in the vicinity of Santa Ana 
Was suitable for export brewing pur- 
poses. Detailed reports follow: 

Ventura county—Ventura: The bean 
crop in the county .this year is the 
best for five years.

Verdict Found Against 
James Pattison. 


The Story of the Crime of a 
Lecherous Briite. 


Four Supreme Court Opinions Re- 
ceived for Filing.

Carnahan, the Burglar, Sentenced to Two 
Years in Sanh Quentin—J. Milton 
Haley to Be Arraigned 

Today. 


James Pattison, the repulsive-look- 
ing indtvidual from Pomona, accused 
of attempting to commit the crime of 
rape vpon the person of & little girl, 
appeared yesterday in Department Five 
for trial before Judge Shaw and a 
jury. 

The crime was said to have been 
committed about one month ago, the 
accaint of which the newspaper read- 
ers have familiarized themselves with 
through its frequent appearance in 
print since that date. When the case 
was called yesterday, Deputy Disi.- 
Atty Dupuy first stated to the court 
and jury what he expeeted to prove in 
the «se. -The alleged assault, he said, 
was commiited on September 6, last, at 
Pomona, upon the five-year-old child 
of Vr. Moeore. The child had been 
stcoping at the house of a friend over 
night, and on the morning of the 6th 
war returning home along a country 
roal. While walking along, the liitle 
one had wandered into a thicket of 
wil¢c sunfiowers by the roadway, and 
thie defendant had followed her there. 
‘When the little girl finally§ arrived 
home, her face was scratched, her 
clothing somewhat torn, and she was 
in a high state of excitement. The 
evidence would circumstantial, 
almost entirely, as it was doubtful 
whether a child so young would be 
able te testify for herself. It would 
be showrfthat the tracks of the little 

rl were found leading into the patch 

f surflowers, and those corresponding 
to the impression of the defendant’s 
boots immediately beside them. 

Upon the statement made by the 
deputy district attorney, counsel for 
the defendant, J. W. Kinley, asked 
that the case be dismissed for want of 
suicient cause. 

Mr. Dupuy arose reply, but the 
court stepped him, and stated that no 
reply was necessary, as he would deny 
the motion, to which the first-named 
counsel excepted. | 
" Constable F. O. Slanker of Pomona 
first took the stand. He testified that 
he had arrested Pattison on the charge 
ef assault with intent to commit rape. 
fhe man at that time was at the win- 
ery near the railroad, rolling up his 
blankets. 

The witness had first gone down the 
road, whence the little girl had come, 
and found the tracks spoken of. The 
larger tracks led to the winery, where 
Pattison was found. When accosted 
the defendant said that he was going 
to the town of Chino. The defendant 
said that he had done nothing, and 
came along willingly. The constable 
had then driven with his prisoner to 
Mr. Moor’e house and asked that the 
little girl be brought out. The little 
girl was brought. 

As Mr: Moore was bringing out the 
child, Pattison said, ‘I'd like to know 
what in the —+ ,vou are gding to do 
Witti* me; Ihaven’t Killed any one or 
stolen any horses.’’ Then as the little 


girl was_ brought in he added, “I never 


saw that child before.’’ 

The little girl was asked if the man 
was the man who_ had. hurt her, and 
she said that he had clothes like him. 

The tracks found were measured and 
found to correspond exactly to the size 
of Pattison’s shoes. 

Henry J. Moore, the grandfather of 
the little girl, said on the witness 
stand that Pansy had come to the 
house on the morning of. September 6 
in an overwrought condition. She had 
been staying over night at the house 
of a member of the family. When she 
came to the house her clothing was 
disarranged and she broke into sobs 
soon after being taken into her moth- 

r’s arms. When questioned she said 

at she had been ‘“‘choked by a big 
man.’’ She complained of being hurt 
about the neck, and blood was running 
from the scratches about her face. 

Then the little girl herself was led 
out by the hand and placed onthe 
stand. 

The attorney for the defense objected 
to her being allowed to testify on the 
ground that she was too young to real- 
ize the solemnity of: an oath. The ob- 
jection was overruled and Pansy was 
interrogated. The child could scarcely 
do more than lisp, but she told in her 
own way about how roughly she had 
been used by Pattison, to the satisfac- 
tion of the court and jury. / 

After the evidence had been all put 
in Mr. Kinley again moved to dismiss 
the case on the grounds that the testi- 
mony did.not warrant, conviction. 

Deputy District Attorney Dupuy ad- 
mitted that he had failed to establish 
a case of assault with intent to com- 
mit rape, but he maintained that he 
had made out a case of simple as- 
sault at least. 

The court thereupon overruled the ob- 
jection and ordered argument pro- 
ceeded with. 

The cause was submitted to the jury 
at 5 o’clock, and a verdict of assault 
was shortly afterward found. Time 
being waived for sentence Judge Shaw 
ordered that the defendant be itmpris- 
oned tn the County Jail for a period 
of 250 days. 

SUPREME. COURT OPINIONS. 

The Supreme Court has affirmed the 
judgment for plaintiff in the case of 
Daniel Freeman, respondent, vs. Daniel 
- The action was on a written contract 
entered into between the assignor of 
plaintiff and defendant for the sale 
and purchase of real estate, and was 
brought to recover a balance of $5863.24 
on account of purchase price, and in- 
terest from August 2, 1887, at 10 per 
ent. per annum. Plaintiff had judg- 
ment, from which, and from an order 


denying a motion for a new trial, de- 


fendant prosecuted the appeal. 

By the agreement which was entered 
into on August 2; 1887, R. F. Lotspeich, 
trustee, agreed to sell, and the de- 
fendant, Griswold, agreed to buy cer- 
tain lots of land situated in Los An- 
geles county, at specified prices per 
acre, the purchase price of which 
amounted in the aggregate to $8194.90. 
Of this purchase price defendant paid 
$2,231.66, at the execution of the agree- 
ment, and agreed to pay a like sum 
at: the expiration of six months, and 
the residue at the end of 6ne year 
from-the date ef the agreement. That 
portion of the agreement which .gave 
rise to the principal contention read: 

‘In the event of the failure to comply 
with: the terms hereof, by the said 
party of the second part, the said party 
of the first part shall be réleased from 
al] obligations in law or equity. to con- 
Vv property, and .said ‘party of 
t second part shall forfeit all right 
thereto, except a right to occupy such 
premises as a tenant of. party of the 
wh part as long as the sums paid 
are ‘equivalent to an annual rent equal 
to 12 per cent. of the purchase price 
per annum, and party of the second 


part shall have right to purchase at | 
any time during the continuance of said 
rental at original price, and 12 per 
cent. interest. And the said party of 
the first part on receiving such pay- 
ments at the time and in the manner 
metitioned, agrees to execute and de- 
liver to said party of the second part, a

good and sufficient deed.” 

No payments were made upon the 
contract except the $2331.66 paid at the 
time of its execution. 

According to the complaint and find- 
ings of the court, defendant asked for 
and received from Lotspeich ean exten- 
sion of time for payment of the residue 
of the purchase price until on or about 
December 10, 1889, when defendant re- 
fused to pay, then or at any time, re- 
pudiated the contract, and declared 
himself no longer bound by it. 


At’ the trial the sole issue was 


stipulated to be as to the extension of D 


time and waiver. 

The Supreme Court held that “if we 
are in error in these views of the force 
and effect of the contract, it still re- 
mains to be said, that the exception in 
the clause providing for a forfeiture, 
being for the benefit of the defendant, 
and in the nature of an option, he was 
at liberty to avail himself of or reject 
it at his pleasure. According to the 
complaint and findings, which are sup- 
ported by the testimony, he did re- 
pudiate the contract, and there is not 
in his answer or in the testimony any 
suggestion that he ever entered into 


possession as a tenant or his vendor, |” 


or claimed any right, or evinced any 
desire so to do. di gs 

“The judgment and prder appealéd 
from should be affirmed.’ 

On the appeal taken by the defend- 
ant in the case of Adolph Anthony vs. 
Fred Grand, the same court orders the 
respondent's motion for a dismissal of 
appeal denied. The judgment was en- 
tered against the defendant in fhe Su- 
perior Court of San Diego county. 

Two other opinions in addition to, 
those embodying decisions in the above 
cases were received from the Supreme 
Court yesterday, one being in the case 
of People vs. Ballerino, and the other 
in the case of Los Angeles county vs. 
Zallerino. The first was an action to 
recover an amount of money on taxes 
levied in 1888 for State purposes. The 
judgement for plaintiff is reversed. 

The last was on points for reargu- 
ment of cause, but this motion the 
court’ refuses to allow and affirms the 
order contained in the former opinion 
filed March 9, of this year.

Deport the Highbinders. 
Sufficient money has been received 
from Washington to insure the arrest 
of a considerable number of Chinamen 
under the Geary law. 

United States District Attorney Gar- 
ter recently spoke as follows to a 
Chronicle reporter on this subject: 


“Warrants are issued by the judgés 
at the instance of persons who are 
moved purely by personal motives, 
principally of revenge or spite. The 
money which has been furnished to 
the marshai for the purpose of carry- 
ing on the business of the govern- 
ment, for payment of witnesses . and 
jurors in criminal and civil cases, fees 
of marshal and other officers, is being 
absorbed in the expenses of the Chi- 
nese cases. 

“No one doubts that Congress will 
eventually extend the time for .regis- 
tration under the Geary act, and that 
all the money now being expended is 
absolutely thrown away, as no Chimese 
deportation has yet taken place, and 
under the appeal proceedings taken 
in every case by the attor- 
neys for the Chinese, none can 
or will take place. Thus court business 
of other kinds and of a necessary char- 
acter will be uselessly impeded, and 
as has been shown in the Vagaville 
cases, great business interests of the 
State are being paralyzed withaut prac- 
tical inforcement of the Geary act, No 
further arrests ought to be. made un- 
til Congress disposes of the McCreary 
bill.”’ 


This may be all very well, but, as The 
Times has frequently remarked, it 
would be an excellent thing if means 
could be found to deport all the high- 
binders in California, before..the time 
for registration is extended. It is to 
be feared that the highbinders, who 
|gencrally have plenty of money, will 
find means to escape the provisions of 
the act, especially if they are aided by 
white men, who should be engaged in 
better business. 

The Times has maintained from the 
first that the proper course is to ex- 
tend the time for registration” under 
the Geary act, and meantime, to.take | 
advantage of the act and @eort’the 
highbinders. Other papers ares gradu- 
ally coming around to this view of the 
case, Witness, for instance, this 
opinion from the Examiner: 


“There is no need fore | on 
our part. The situation is h. bet- 
ter than it might have éeH Three 
months ago there was danger that the 
Geary act might be absolutely _re- 
¥ pealed. As it is, it will be preserved 
with all its valuable features unim- 
paired. The McCreary bill..does not 
give us the safeguards against fraud 
that we ought to have, but neither do 
we have them in the law as it stands. 
We retain the principle of registering 
every Chinaman in the country, and ex- 
pelling every one found without a cer- 
tificate, and that is the main thing. 
“What we lose is the opportunity, 
never granted before, and.‘ probably 
never to be enjoyed again, of getting 
rid of the vicious and criminal classes 
of our Chinese population at a stroke, 
without trial, and by their incontestable 
fault. This is a serious loss, and we 
do not underrate its importance. But 
if we can transport ourselves in imag- 
ination back to the times when the 
Geary law was first passed, we shall 
see that our position is not really bad. 
At that time we were delighted with 
the adoption of just such a measure 
as that which has now been reported. 
We expected the Chinese to register, 
and were willing that they should do 
so. We were willing to give them a 
year to do it in, instead of six months. 
We congratulated ourselves upon the 
fact that the new system would put 
an absolute stop to the future impor- 
tation of Chinese laborers, and give 
us the assurance of the gradual disap- 
pearance of those then here, by death 
and emigration. We still have that 
prospect. There is no doubt that if 
the McCreary law is passed and signed 
by President Cleveland, it will be en- 
forced.”’ 


The Times has not gone so far as 
this. We have maintained, and still 
maintain, that three months would be 
a sufficient time to give those who have 
failed to do so, to comply with the 
law. 

Meantime, whatever happens, let the 
highbinders go.

The Government and Arid Lands. 

In the Irrigation Age for September 
is a long article on the subject of the 
disposition of the arid lands of the 
United States. The writer properly 
recognizes the fact that this is one of 
the most important questions before the 
American people today. He shows the 
evils of the present system of grant- 
ing lands under. the desert land act, 
which he refers to as an ‘unspeakable 
fraud and humbug.” Aftention is then 
drawn to the fact that the Irrigation 
Congress, which assembled in Salt 
Lake City two years ago, declared in 
favor of this cession of the arid lands 
to the States, upon condition that the 
States should dispose of them only to 
actual settlers, and in bodies not ex- 
ceeding one hundred and sixty acres to 
any one individual. The latter proy)- 
sion, the writer says, sought merely 
to perpetuate the barefaced subterfuge 
of the desert land law. The writer 
of the article declares in favor of 
State ownership in the following 
manner: 

“We believe that every painstaking 
and candid student of the subject will 
be irresistibly impelled to the cunclu- 
Sions that in the end the States must 
have power to deal with the lands and 
waters within their bordérs—to make 
and administer the laws pertaining 
thereto, to design and erect the social 
and industrial systems that will be 
built upon them.” .. 

It is admitted by the writer that the 
objection to the proposition of State 
control is so deeply set that it must 
be seriously considered. He says: 


“If, the past two years have demon- 
strat anything it is that the people 
desire to known precisely what is to 
be done with the public lands before 
they turn over their heritage to State 
control. They are beginning to realize 
the priceless value of these lands as 
the theater of a great development. 
In parting with them they will insist 

upon having something to say about 
' the terms on which capital will re- 
claim and labor acquire them.” | 

But why, then, cede them at all? 
iWhy run the risk of losing to the peo-°* 
ple this lasti chance to obtain a homeat 
@ nominal price? Why risk the loss of 
sthese lands of “‘priceless’”’ value? Why 
not let the United States government 
take charge of this great work and pro- 
vide homes for the people? 

The writer of the article which we 
have quoted makes the following propo- 
sition for a solution of the problem: 

“First—Declare in favor of the cession 
of the lands to the States, provided a 
measure perfecting the details of an ir- 
rigation system and arid land policy 
shall first be agreed upon and indorsed 
by representatives of a majority of the 
arid States before presentation to the 
National Congress. 

“Second—In order to-meet this con- 
dition, that the governors of the sev- 
eral States be requested to appoint 
body of not less than fifteen men, to be 
known as the Arid Land Commission, 
chosen from the several classes inter- 
ested, such as engineers, land-owners 
and irrigators. These commissions 
shall be regarded as auxiliary to the 
Irrigation Congress, and shall make a 
careful study of the public lands with 
relation to their particular States, and 
report a measure looking to their re- 
clamation either by’ private enterprise 
or public works, or both, prescribing 
the terms on which settlers shall ac- 
quire the lands after reclamation, and 
providing also for the management and 
control of range lands arid forests. 

‘“‘Third—These several State commis- 
sions to report to another Irrigation 
Congress, to be called by the National 
Executive Committee, and composed of 
delegates appointed exclusively by the 
governors. of the several States, each 
State having an equal number of votes 
in said congress. 

“Fourth—That the congress so called 
and constituted shall consider the re- 
ports of the various States, select the 
best features of each and fuse them 
into one harmonious measure, which 
shall then be urged upon the Congress 
of the United States by the unanimous 
voice of the West.’’ 

This question will come up at the 
Irrigation Congress, and it is to be 
hoped that broad-minded, patriotic sen- 
timents will prevail, rather than the 
selfish interests of those who have 
axes to grind. The Times has fre- 
quently pointed out the great danger 
which attaches to the cession of these’ 
lands to’ the States,and Territories. 
This danger is not denied by those who 
are in favor of State control, but they 
say that “proper safeguards’’ should 

be provided. We of Southern Califor- 
nia know how much “proper safe- 
guards” would mean to any average 
legislature, composed in the’ main of’ 
men who are bent upon feathering 
their nests, and that such a Legisla- 
ture would be elected to deal with the 
disposition of the arid lands those 
who expect to get control of them 
would take good care. The government 
has the same right to irrigate lands as 
it has to improve rivers and harbors. 
It can get all the money it wants for 
the work at a low rate of interest. It 
can get all the laborers it wants at a 
low rate of wages, and will be doing 
them a great favor when it gives them 
work. If the question of State or Fed- 
eral control of the arid lands were put to 
a vote of the people there is little doubt 
that the proposition to cede these lands 
to the States will be defeated by the 
overwhelming majority.

men not nursed in the lap of luxury— 
who have the most to do in shaping 
national character. It is the people, 
and not the leaders of the people, who 
shape our destiny. It is for the peo- 
ple to declare what our national policy 
shall be. It is for them to choose be- 
tween a principle which regards goods, 
merely, and the one which looks at the 
man and would hold his rights invio- 
late as a man. The free-trade night- 
mare haS pursued us long enough. The 
people are afraid of it. Lack of confi- 
dence in the stability of all of our in- 
dustrial relatidns arises from the fear 
of it.

The Notorious Highbinder 
‘to Be Deported. | 


yudge Ross Decides That He is 
No Merchant. 


Ne Must Therefore Be Deported Under 
_ the Geary Act. 


Strenuous Efforts Put Forth to Save the 
Heathen but to No Avail—Synopsis 
of the Testimony-—Court- 
room Scenes. 


The notorious highbinder, Charley Ah 
Him, yesterday came to the end of his 
rope. After many years of successful 
tampering with the State courts, he 
has, finally, been tried before a higher | 
tribunal, where his just deserts were 
meted out to him. 

Charley Ah Him, the sleek and oily 
local magnate of the Hop Sing Tong 
society, has seemingly lost his cunning, 
and with it his occupation. He was 

esterday tried before the United 

tates District Court, convicted, and 
fentenced to deportation under the 
sixth section of the Geary act. The 
most strenuous efforts were made by 
his attorneys to save him, but the 
prosecution. presented such a perfect 
case that at the close of the testimony 
Judge Ross promptly ordered the de- 
fendant deported. 

This commendable outcome of a now 
celebrated case is the culmination of 
@ series of well-directed efforts on the 

rt of the officers of the government. 

he warrant for the heathen’s arrest 
was issued September 12, but for many 
excellent reasons was not served until 
three days ago, when Deputy Marshal 
Johnson, by skillful “ianeuvering, cor- 
nered his man in San Diego. It is a 
matter of record that the officers did 
not relax in their efforts during the, 
entire time that lapsed between the 
issuance and service of the warrant, 
yet the defendant, through a certain 
kind of influence which years of illegal 
practices has gradually built up 
around his personality, was enabled to 
evade his pursuers. But his time came 
at last, and once in the clutches of-the | 
Federal authorities only one last ray 
of hope remained. If it could be 
shown that he was a merchant, he 
would again be allowed to continue 
his pernicious practices. In this direc- 
tion his entire efforts, and those of his 
attorneys, ‘whom he continually 
prompted while the trial proceeded, 
were thrown yesterday. By most peo- 
ple who know him, it is declared that 
Charley Ah Him’s knowledge of Fed- 
eral and State law exceeds that of 
many American attorneys. 

The government opened its case by 
calling United States Deputy Marshal 
Johnson to the stand. He testified that 
when apprehending Charley Ah Him, 
he asked the _ stereotyped question, 

Have you a registration certificate?” | 
Receiving a negative reply, he arrested 
him. Johnson said he had known the 
prisoner about seven years. 

Chiet ot Police Glass was the second 
witness. He had known Ah Him six 
years, but during all that time had 
never known him to be a merchant.

Judge Ross yesterday mailed a let- 
ter to Atty.-Gen. Olney; which will, no 
doubt, make the cold blood chase up 
and down the Boston gentleman’s back 
for a day or two. This spicy message 
reads as follows: 

LOS ANGELES, CAL., Oct. 6, 1893. 

Hon. Richard Olney, Attorney-Gen- 
eral, Washington, D. C.—Sir: I re- 
ceived last evening your letter under 
date of September 29. In it vou say: 

“The difficulty in advancing funds to 
Marshal Gard arose from the state of 
his accounts.

The mean relative humidity was 77.

The prevailing wind was west, and the 
total movement during the month 2884 
miles, being anaverage velocity of four 
miles an hour. 

The month was marked by the entire ab- 
sence of hot days, and alsoof high winds, 
until the evening of the 30th, when for a 
few bours there was quite a ‘dust storm.’

THE M’SWEENEY MURDER TRIAL, 
The trial of U. L. McSweeney for 
the murder of Patrick O'Mara, which 
has occupied the attention of Depart- 
ment Two of the Superior Court all 
this week, went .to the jury at 2:45 
o'clock on Friday afternoon. 
It was evident from the faces of the 
jurymen tat they were not of one 
opinion, and that it would pretty surely 
be a hung jury. Up to a late hour in 
the evening, the twelve could not agree 
upon a verdict. 
The evidence seemed conclusive to 
those who heard the trial, that it was 
clear case of unprovoked murder. 
he history of the case is substantially 
as follows: U. B. McSweeney has a 
mining claim in Holcomb Valley; and 
Patrick O’Mara, the murdered man, 
and one Pietrovich, commonly known 
as ‘“‘French Pete,’ contracted with 
McSweeney to work the mine for a cer- 
tain sum, to be taken from. the pro- 
ceeds of the mina The mine seemed 
to be paying pretty well, and McSweeny 
got it into his head that he was not 
getting his share of the ore; or in 
other words, that ‘‘French Pete” and 
Pat O’Mara were purloining the metal. 
McSweeney and Pete had had some 
words about the matter, but the testi- 
mony did not show that McSweeney 
had had any controversy about it: 
But on the morning of the murder, 
O’Mara went as usual to get a bucket 
of water the spring. As he 
dipped the water, McSweeney stepped 
from his tent, shotgun in hand, and 
at about eighteen feet from him, called 
out to O’Mara, ‘‘Now I’ve got you, you 
O’Mara stood up, and 
turning toward McSweeney, called 
back, “Blaze away!’’ whereupon, 
McSweeney fired, the charge taking 
effect in the left temple, killing O’Mara 
instantly. The whole transaction was 
seen by a miner, who was near. The 
defense set up the old insanity dodge.

In the fallof 1892 the 
agentof the company came to Ontario and 
@itéred into contract with many of the 
rowers to the effect that they should place 
their oranges in the hands of the company. 
delivering the fruit at the company’s ware- 
houge tree of charge. The company agreed 
to properly grade and pack the fruit for 35 
cents per box, and to sell the fruit f.o.b. 
Ontario if possible, making cash advances 
tothe growers for the net amount of all 
such sales as soon as made, and cash re- 
turns upon all other sales as fast as sales 
were received. Acting on these contracts, 
the growers placed the fruit in the com- 
pany’s hands. The company packed and 
shipped the fruit, in many instances giving 
the growers receipts, saying the fruit was 
shipped f.o.b., but omitted to make the 
cash advances. Some time afterward the 
company claimed the fruit was not shipped 
f.o.b., but that it arrived in damaged con- 
dition, and was sold at a much less figure 
than stated in the receipts given by the 
company to the growers, and insisted that 
the growers should stand the loss. Suit 
was brought against the company by one 
on the largest growers for the amount due 
as. appeared by the receipts given him. 
The ¢casé was never tried but was compro- 
mised by the company paying the largest 
patt of the amountclaimed. The company 
atilluméfuses to pay the other growers.

Crops and Markets. 

“The Weather Bureau reports that a 
light frost, the first of the season, oc- 
curred at Lancaster, located 2500 feet 
above sea level in the mountains, on 
October 1. Prune-drying continues, 
and many orchardists are taking care 
of their own crops. The walnut harvest 
has begun, and the crop is an average 
one; the quality and size of the nuts 
are excellent. The sugar-beet harvest 
in. Orange county is nearing the end, 
and the result this season is so encour- 
aging that a much larger acreage will 
be planted next year. Corn harvest is 
in full operation; the yield will be 
above the average. Grain threshing is 
about over. At Pomona about a thou- 
sand tons of prunes have been gath- 
ered, and as much more remain on the 
trees. Late peaches are still coming in. 
The grape crops are large and the qual- 
ity better than for several years. 
About twenty-nine thousand tons of 
beets have been harvested at Chino. 

There was an important meeting of 
the State Horticultiral Society in San 
Francisco a few days ago to consider 
the distant marketing of California 
fruit. Some strong criticism was ex- 
pressed on the action of the railroad 
in not running their trains on better 
time, 

_Fruit-shippers. are complaining bit- 
terly about the slowness of the rail- 
roads. Some fruit has been on the 
road as long as sixteen days, and, of 
course, arrived in very poor condition. 
Most of the pears have’ been arriving 
and peaches are much out 

condition... The railroads get high 
rates for this freight, and should at 
least take precautions to deliver it in 
good condition. 

A. G. Freeman spoke at the horti- 
cultural meeting on the subject of sup- 
ply and demand of fruit. Among other 
things he said: 

“That the market price of a product 
ts often too high when controlled by 
speculators is self-evident; we need 
only to look at the recent collapse in 
provisions in the Chicago market as an 
example of this principle, or, if we wish 
to look nearer home, at the abnormally 
high prices we obtained for our dried 
peaches in 1891. Dried peaches that we 
sold at 20 cents per pound net cash to 
the producer: eventually went to, the 
consumer at one-half that price, after 
having been carried six months by the 
speculator. There is an idea quite 
prevalent that the market price is 
largely the creation of manipulators— 
the middlemen—while the truth of the 
matter’ if tHat™ théseé° men or firms 
whom we call shrewd operators, and 
whom we are apt to think of as the 
makers or creators of market prices, 
are simply the ones best able to detect 
the various caprices and whims of this 
rtiost capricious damsel, the market.” 


The Nursery Business. 

A curious thing was brought up in 
the Board of Horticulture, which it is 
well to bring to the attention of the 
farmers. Nurserymén wish to organize 
to protect themselves from ignorant 
buyers, who demand damages, some- 
times excessive, from  nurserymen 
when trees do not prove true to their 
kind. There has always’ been an idea 
that it is wise to. make laws to pro- 
tect people from corporations, etc., 
but it would be a curious thing to find 
these nurserymen forming themselves 
into a corporation to protect themselves 
from the people. A writer in the Call 
Says: 

“know of but one nurseryman who

Small Farms. 

The idea of small farms is spreading 
throughout the United States. It-is 
even extending into the Southern 
States, not only on cotton plantations, 
but on sugar plantations as well. Time 
was when the planter sought for quan- 
tity on a wide expanse; now he seeks it 
more in a small area thoroughly culti- 
vated, Under the new plan the yield of 
sugar alone in Louisiana is 152 per 
cent. more than it was fifteen years ago, 
In the last few years the increase in 
the cotton yield has been 100 per cent. 
more than has been the increase in cot- 
ton acreage. an 

The American farmer has hitherto 
been anxious to cultivate too much 
ground, and this is one of the secrets of 
the hard lot which he frequently has to 
endure. By cultivating so large an 
area the work cannot be done properly 
and poor crops are a consequence. It 
isall very well to scratch over the land 
here and there in some manner as long 
as we have virgin soil to deal with, but 
that cannot be kept up forever, and 
when thorough cultivation and fertiliz- 
ing become necessary the advantages 
of the small tract become apparent. 


The Agricultural Fair.

In the hope of stimulating a move- 
ment toward its production on a large 
scale in this State we append the fol- 
lowing notes culled from a late report 
of Prof. F. A. Gulley of the Arizona 
Experiment Station, and his collabo- 
rators: 

The soil which the canaigre has been 
found growing (in Arizona) looks like 
pure sand, colered red by oxide of iron, 
and all passed through a sieve with 
small mesh. It has not been found 
growing in the extremely firm, close 
sedimentary soils, nor has it been 
found in soils containing more than 1 
per cent. of soluble salts. m 

The tannic-acid content of old and 


| new roots collected in different parts 


of Arizona ranged from 22.5 per cent. 
to 36.6, and averaged 30.5 per cent. 

Six .ons of green ro rc w'll make two 
tons of cut and dried root, and these 
six tons of grféen root can be made into 
ore ton of extract; or, with one hand- 
ling, the six tons of green root can be 
concentrated to one ton of extract con- 
taining the same amount of tannic acid. 
The saving of labor in handling will 
be enormous, besides leaving more 
money in the district growing the 
canaigre and a bagasse, which could be 
returned to the land, burned as fuel, or 
made a passable cattle food. As a 
cattle food it would have about the 
value of wheat straw. . 

Cost of growing.—With the field 
cleared, leveled and put in shape to be 
trrigated, and seed on the und, we 
could estimate the cost of growing 
somewhat as follows: Plowing and pre- 
paring land, per acre, $3; planting with 
machine, $2; trrigating and cultivating, 
$8; digging with machine, $2; water 
rental, $1.50; total, $16.50. 

General Conclusions.—The amount ex- 
ported during the past two months 
shows there is a demand at paying 
prices for large quantities, and One of 
the great obstacles in starting an in- 
dustry, intfoducing a new product to 
the trade, is largely overcome. There 
is room for a large industry in grow- 
ing and shipping the roots in a dry 
state, but the cost of labor in slicing 
and drying and the bulky condition of 
the product after it is thus prepared, 
stands in the way of the most rapid 
development. 

It is important that e,tract factories 
be established on a large scale, and that 
they be located“on lines of transpor- 
tation where the lands in the imme- 
diate vicinity of the works may be 
planted to canaigre. 


“ The Apricot in France. 
_. (Pacific Rural Prers:) All apricot- 
growers will read with interest the es- 
say which we print below from the pen 
of: M. F. Jamin. His paper was 
read before the Royal Horticultural So- 
ciety. It contains many chances for 
striking contrasts with California ex- 
perience—notably in the weight of the 
crops which the French growers are 
contented with. Such contrasts show 
all the more clearly what advantages 
the California grower possesses. The 
essny gives also the French estimates 
of some varieties we are growing here. 
Not the least interesting point of the 
essay is the frank admission that the 
French use many pumpkins in making 
their apricot jam. Fortunately in Cali- 
fornia apricots are so abundant and 
cheap that apricot products do not have 
to be debased. The following is 
Jamin’s essay: 

The apricot, which appears to bea na- 
tive of Western Asia, has been known 
in France for several centuries, its 
introduction dating as far back as 
1450. In the north and northwest ‘of 
France it must be trained on a wall or 
on a fence, but under these conditions 
its fruits are, as a rule, only Slightly 
appreciated. They ripen very unevenly, 
the portion of the fruit against the wall 
fiways remaining more or less green, 
while that exposed to the sru becomes 
more. or less mealy. From-bushes or 
standards in the open air the fruits 
are far better; but, in order to insure 
sucess, great attention must be given 
to details. The trees require a warm 
and rather calcareous soil, and should 
be sheltered from the north and north- 
east winds. In less favored localities 
the apricot will give good results if 
sheltered by other fruit trees or by 
some ornamental trees. Unlike other 
fruit trees, it will succeed in the gar- 
dens of large towns,and even those of 
small dimensions, as in them shelter 
is always to be found. The great 
abundance of apricots in some seasons 
does not influence the selling price to 
any extent, and they are genraily 
very remunerative. | 
The varieties most largely grown in 
France are very few in number and to 
a great extent localized. By simply in- 
specting the wood it is difficult to dis- 
tinguish one variety from another. 
Sometimes confusion may be avoided 
by noticing the distance—more or less 
great—between the leaves. In apricot 
peach and its sub-varieties, for ex- 
ample, the leaves are very near each 
other, and the young wood conse- 
quently short-jointed, while in other 
kinds the wood is longer-jointed, and 
the leaves, therefore, perceptably far- 
ther apart. By means of the foliage 
apricots may be divided into three 
great classes. First, the varieties with 
large leaves, the blades of which form 
a right angle with the petiole, as in 
Apricot Royal Commun, etc.; second, | 
those kinds in which the blade of the 
leaf is rather tapering and forms a 
sharp angle with the petiole, as_in 
Montgame, Luizet, etc., and, thirdly, 
the varieties in which the leaves are 
flaccid, wavy and partly folded, as in 
Peach, Moorpark, Viart, etc. The stone 
is also of some assistance in classifica- 
tion. It is generally of a bitter taste, 
but has a sweetish flavor in the follow- 
ing varieties, viz.: Montgame, Hol- 
lande, Blenmeim, Luizet, etc. In apri- 
cot peach and its sub-varieties the 
stone is perforated—that 1s to say, it 
presents on one side a small orifice 
through which a needle may be passed. 
This.is a characteristic which is not to 
be found in Commun or the Royal and 
many others. : 

The apricot is cultivated in many 
parts of France. The locality in which 
the fruits are chiefly ripened in spring 
is at Solespont, in the department of’ 
the Var. Here the fruits, though only 
of;.ordinary quality, are ripe by the 
ist of June. When sending to market 
about a dozen are packed in a small 
light box, and, notwithstanding their 


somewhat inferior quality, they read-/ 


ily find purchasers at a comparatively 
high price. In La Limogne d’Auvergne 
a larger number of apricots are grown, 
and these represent for the most part 
a variety with large, white fruits bear- 
the name of the province. The entire 
produce is almost entirely utilized by 
the manufacturers of apricot preserves, 


Under the apricots, strawberries are 
grown with great success, and in the 
full season of their ripening, two vans 
are daily loaded on the railwny at 
Saumur Station for the Paris markets. 
About twenty-two miles to the west of 
Paris, and along the banks of the 
Seine, for a distance of about five 
miles, is to be found some remarkable 
land, which for centuries has been 
utilized for the culture of apricuts. This 
highly-favored locality extends in a cir- 
cle as far as the parishes of Triel and 
Vaux, sheltered from the cold winds of 
the north and northeast by the hcights 
of Hautil. In this region the eoil is 
warm and calcareous, and every cone 
grows apricots Spring frosts rarely 
make themselves felt there, so that 
the crops ripen with great regularity. 
The trees (often more like large bushes) 
are planted from twelve feet to fif- 
teen feet apart each way. The stems 
are never very tall, three feet to four 
feet at the most, and oftentimes the 
ground, and thus the trees assume, 
more or less regularly, a globular or pyr- 
amidal form. The method of pruning 
back the fruiting branches to three or 
four eyes is the same as that used 
for peach trees, and it is, speaking 
generally, the only method to which 
cultivators attach any importance. 

' Three years after planting the trees 
generally bear fruit, the quantity in- 
creasing year by year, and the trees 
thrive without any particular atten- 
tion being given them. Of course, poor 
trees will be met with in this locality 
occasionally, but it may generally be 
concluded that such are quite the old 
trees of the neighborhood, veterans 200 
years old being occasionally met with. 
It may be said that the trees are at 
their best for fruit producing between 
the ages of 10 and 50 years. In spite 
of the favorable conditions referred to, 
it cannot be said that the yield of fruit 
is at all uniform in quantity or qual- 
ity. Sixty pounds weight of fruit may 
be considered about the average yield 


per tree, and estimating the price at 


an average of 24s per 100 pounds, each 
tree will at this rate produce an in- 
come of 14s 6d, but it almost invar- 
ilablx happens that, besides fruit of or- 
dinary size there are a certain number 
of first-class fruits, and even some few 
extra choice samples, which, without 
the least trouble, realize half a franc 
per pound. It follows, therefore, that 


“without any exaggeration one may con- 
‘sider the sum of 16s to be the average 
‘value of the fruit produced by a tree 


in full bearing. Growers who sell their 
crops on the trees, which is often done, 
of course do not realize suoh a large 


‘income as this; but, on the other hand, 
-they do not incur the expenses of gath- 


ering, nor of other items which tend 
to lessen the profits of those who pick 
and sell their own fruit. The annual 
sale of apricots grown in this district 
is said to amount to a sum of £3000. 

The common apricot is almost the 
only one cultivated, and although the 
fruits are not of the finest flavor, they 
are largely used for culinary purposes. 
Choice preserves 4re made from the or- 
dinary qualities of fruit, while the bet- 
ter samples are naturally reserved for 
the table. In the above named parishes 
(as well as throughout the whole neigh- 
borhood of Paris,) apricot trees are 
worked upon the stock of the St. Julien 
plum. The plantations extend in a 
straight line along the banks of the 
Seine, which at this point is an ele- 
vation of about ninety feet above the 
sea level. They occupy a narrow band 
or border along the river side of only 
forty feet or so in width, and are then 
far from reaching the top of the hill be- 
hind. A remarkable fact is that the 
soil does not appear to become at all 
exhausted. Every year the trees which 
perish from old age or other causes 
are replaced by new ones, which al- 
ways seem to grow in a very satis- 
factory manner. The severe winter of 
1879-80,- however, played great havoc in 
the orchards of Triel and Vaux, but 
the majority of the trees have now re- 
covered their usual healthy condition. 
Descending the river Seine, and more 
to the west. is a small locality known 
as Tripleval, belonging to the parish of 
Bonnieres. Here some equally fine 
plantations are to be met with, and so 
favorable are the climatic conditions 
that the inhabitants are enabled to even 
cultivate the fig with great success. 

At my own place, Bourg-la-Reine, the 
apricot grows satisfactorily, but rarely 
produces anything like a good crop of 
fruit. Some trees planted twenty-five 
years ago in. my nursery:. produce an 
abundance of fruit—at least every alter- 
nate year. They are planted in the 
midst of other fruit trees, and are pro- 
tected from ill-favored winds by a 
screen of elm trees a little distance 
away. Some other specimens, however, 
of the same age and vigor, and only a 
few hundred yards distant from the 
preceding plantation, are almost en- 
tirely exposed, and all but sterile—a 
fact which serves to emphasize again 
the necessity of growing the apricot 
under particular conditions if it is to 
yield a satisfactory crop of fruit. 


Exaggerated Crops. 


(Grocery World:) Early in the spring 


during the maturing Season a heavy 
crop of everything in the fruit line was 
predicted from every section. Looking 
at the situation now, it is hard to find 
any surplus unless it be in California, 
and only there owing to the lack of 
funds to move them. 

The first disappointment came when 
Georgia peaches fell 75 per cent. short. 
of last year’s production, then the 
blackberry crop, and most important of 
all, the Peninsula peach crop, which in- 
stead of an enormous yield and glutted 
markets, there is just an elegant suf- 
ficiency with firm, steady prices pre- 
vailing 

It has also come to light that the 


cranberry bogs of Wisconsin will barely 


yield a quarter crop, and with only a 
fair yield in New Jersey and on Cape 
Cod, a good marke’ may be expected 
{vr their product. The apple crop in 
New York, New England, Michigan, 


Kansas, and the West jis very poor, 


and outside of a plentiful yield of 
grapes in New York State and Ohio 
and a presumptive large yield of Flor- 
ida oranges, the fruit season of 1893 
cannot be said to be one of overproduc- 
tions; which emphasizes the fact that 


the ‘“‘crop enthusiast” not the ‘crop 
liar’’ is the modern foe of the fruit 
trade.

Apricot trees should be pruned as 
soon after removal of the crop as pos- 
sible, Says an experienced grower. It 
is better to prune them early and to ir- 
rigate immediately afterward in South- 
ern California or other sections where 
irrigation is necessary; but they should 
be thoroughly pruned.

The Rilack Seale.

Ellwood’s olive orchara. Yt Is to be 
hoped that this insect will prove as 
valuable for the black scale as the 
Vedalia was for the white scale: . 
“ELLWOOD (Cal.,) Oct. 2, 1893. 
“G. J. Griffith, Los Angeles: I send 
you by this mail two packages con- 
taining two colonies of lady-birds 
(Rhizobius ‘ventralis.) A few of these 
beetles, probably not more than ten 
perfect pairs, were placed in olive or- 
chards badly infected with black scale 
(Lecanium loeae) on Mayl5, 1892. They 
have increased to many milliorts, and 
it is presumable that they feed upon 
said scales. A colony taken from the 
orchards and placed in an orchard in 
San Jose on July 31 had on August 30 
produced half-grown larvae. These 
facts seem to encourage the belief that 
their increase will be very rapid, and 
that in a short time:the black scale 
will disappear to that extent that our 
fruit crops will be saved from the rav- 
ages of this pest. : 
“You will place the colony all on 
one tree, selecting one that is bushy, 
and where there is plenty of shade and 
plenty of scales.

A Peach Disease. 

H. W. Camp of Redlands sends The 
Times cuttings of peach trees, which 
he says are affected by some dis- 
ease above the ground. Mr. Camp 
says: “They are from seedling 
pits planted early in the spring 
in drills. They grew well and 
looked healthy until lately they wilted 
and gradually died. On examination I 
find just below the leaves and under- 
ground a place that looks dead, and 
has apparently rotted. The soil is 
rather sandy, and orange-seed beds 
have been planted there before, and a 
great many died just the same way.” 

The seedling peach trees from Mr. 
Camp are affected by what nursery- 
men commonly term “damping off.” 
The cause of this is not very well 
known, but it appears to be the 
opinion of the. majority that it is pro- 
duced by sprinkling the young trees 
with water during very hot weather. 
Should this prove to be the true cause 
then the remedy is in watering trees 
only at night, or early in the morning. 
The Times would be glad to hear from 
those of its readers who have had any 
experience with this trouble.

stories. One week later many of them 
were nearly full, proving a success in 
moving them without loss.. 

There were last season 22,000 acres 
planted to beans, and the crop 
amounted to nearly one thousand car- 
loads. These figures I have gotten 
from the bean men. | 
' This season was late for bloom. I 
noticed the first bloom the last of 
June, but not much honey is gathered 
from the first two weeks’ bloom; one 
of my apiaries has been gathering 
honey for only two weeks back—now

I should mention that the main va- 
rieties of beans planted are limas and 
small white beans, but there are many 
other varieties planted.

As small farms begin to dot the val- 
leys, a family on each twenty acres, 
they will want a few sheep in the al- 
falfa pasture so as to have a nice lamb 
to divide around the neighborhood once 
in a while. -For this purpose they will 
prefer the mutton breeds, and we 
Shall see the beautiful Cotswolds, Lei- 
cesters, Hampshires and Southdowns. 
Where these breeds are kept in smail 
flocks, nearly every mother of them 
can be depended upon to raise two 
lambs every year, and the quality of 
the meat is far superior.

Without making the charge I have 
wondered sometimes if the prejudice 
“against barley for stock had not been 
fostered by grain-buyers and brewers, 
who prefer to keep grain-growers in the 
belief that barley grain can only be 
used for brewing purposes. At any 
rate, there is a lurking prejudice, which 
is, I believe, without foundation, that 
in some mysterious way barley is in- 
jurious to stock. Any one who has 
traveled on the Pacific Coast and seen 
the hard day’s work done by horses 
on the roads there in their long jour- 
neys, or the labor performed by teams 


in the fields and noticed the satisfac- 


ion with which horses take their ra- 
ions of barley as ours in the East take 
their oats, and those who have fed 
hogs barley-meal, as we have here at 
our experiment station, will need no 
arguments to convince them that barley 
is a fine stock feed, and that no grower 
need hesitate in planning to use it for 
feeding any kind of stock on his farm 
that will eat it.

Dairy Record. 
(American Cultivator) To have

time, and it gives a definite record 
each cow. And if the owner attefids to 
it himself it can be made a pretty ac 
curate record of the milkmen, too, and 
it will be found that some men do not 
wet as much milk as others, and the 
cows they have charge of dry up much 
sconer. This record should tell which 
cows should be sold and which men 
should be discharged or relieved from 
the duty of milking.

A heavy fog 
prevailed at the time, which served 
to obscure the track, but Engineer 
O’Reagan of the wild engine, having 
made a mistake in reading his’ time- 
card, thought he had a clear track to 
Aurant, where he expected to meet 
the local freight. Engineer O’Reagan’s 
mistake came near being fatal to him, 
but though he escaped injury in the 
collision, he was spared only to be 
brought on the carpet today, and re- 


lieved by his superintendent from 
further duties. The locomotives, in 
coming together, were both badly 


smashed in their fronts, and the tender 
of the wild engine was split wide open 
by the force of the water in it. It was 
providential that no one was hurt.

THE $5.50 RATE. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 6.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) The passenger agents of 
the transcontinental lines are not at 
all disturbed by the action of the 
Southern Pacific in making *a round- 
trip rate of $65.50 from the Missouri 
River to the Pacific Coast for the Mid- 
winter Fair. The Atchison and the 
Union Pacific announced six weeks ago 
that they would make the same rate 
as soon as there was a demand for it. 
Other lines will, of course, promptly 
meet the rate which is merely making 
the California rate t the World's Fair 
operative for west-bound business.

He 
has also got together a company of 
twenty-six distinguished Chinese act- 
tors and an orchestra of. eight perform- 


ers on Chinese musical instruments,

The piuy.dast night was a historical 
drama of something lke two thousand 
years ago, at a period waen China was 
divided into several petty kingdoms 
or provincer, cach ruled over by a 
king of its own. The ru.er in the larg- 
est of these divisions was a most ob- 
noxious tyrant, who overran and per- 
secuted the smaller territories unmerci- 
fully. A young scholar, poor, but of 
transcendent genius and great patriot- 
ism, set about effecting a consolidation 
of the six other governments and the 
overthrow of the seventh, a feat which 
he finally accomplished, and the first 
act of the play opens with the meeting 
of the six kings and their attendants, 
generals, ministers and court officials. 
The pomp and circumstance of these 
royal personages and their attendant 
courtiers and generals, the rich cos- 
tumes and the furious and incompre- 
hensible music that was never silent, 
made up a spectacle of oriental and 
barbaric splendor that set the audi- 
ence wild. 

In a Chinese theater, as most people 
doubtless know, movable scenery is not 
used. The stage is set merely with a 
table, chairs and such other furniture 
as may be required in the play. Back 
of the rew of chairs used by the actors 
is the orchestra. All the players, 
whether they have anything to do or 
not, remain on the stage the most of 
the time, except when they are chang- 
ing their costumes. All the speaking 
is done in a high falsetto, or in squeaks 
and squeals, as unlike the natural 
tones of the human voice as the actor 
can make them. This is the conven- 
tional stage way among the Chinese, 
and the more grotesque it is the higher 
the art. 

Elsewhere in this paper, among the 
other theatrical announdements, ap- 
pears the advertisement of the Chinese 
Theater, and in it American patronage 
is invited. It is not a bad place to 
go—for one time. But whoever goes 
should go early. At 7 o’clock it is 
comparatively easy to get a good seat, 
but later the chances for this diminish.
